Anu Brown, born December 9, 
1806, was married to James Court- 
uey, and first settled on a part of 
the homestead. Their children’ 
were Andrew Jackson, Thomas, 
Geerge Washington, Hanson, who 
died at the age of six years; Jane, 
wbq is now Mrs Adam Gliger; Ju¬ 
lia, whp is Mrs James Rhea; and 
Hannah Gay, who is now Mrs 
Godfrey Geiger. 

Andrew Courtney was a Confed¬ 
erate soldier and died a prisoner of 
war at Fort Deleware. Thomas 
Courtney was also a Confederate 
soldier, survived the war, and now 
lives near Marlinton. George W. 
Courtney was a Confederate sol¬ 
dier, survived the war, but died 
near Buckeye about the year 1887. 

Martha Brown, born February 
14, 1808, was married to William 
WRUgh, sou of Samuel Waugh the 
pioueeF, and settled at the old 
home. Martha was known in her 
family as “daddy’s boy,” since she 
she was c instantly out of doors 
with her father. She could har¬ 
ness the teams, plough, or drive 
the sled ns occasion required. She 
was the mother of ten children-- 
Duvis, Zixne, Robert, Enos, Ozins, 
Willinm Clark, Jane Miriam, Mary 
Aun, and Almira. She died in 
Missouri, having lived awhile in 
Upshur County,* West Virginia, 
then in Iown. 

Miriam Brown wns born Augus- 
6, 1810, wns first married to James 
W rlker Tyman, a native of Augus¬ 
ta County. Mr Tyman was n 
school teacher. They first set tied 
on Elk where they lived two or 
three years. He and Robert Beale 
were friends and worked together 
in a sabbath school that was at¬ 
tended by the Gibsons, Varners, 
Hannahs, Mealys, and others. The 
land he worked on Elk had befn a 
part of David Hannah’s, and is 
now owned by John B. j$mnnh.^ 

MrTwyman put out a field of 
corn that grew finely nud was very 
promising. But early in August 
there wns a heavy frost, he became 
discouruged, gave up his land, and 
moved to Greenbrier River to land 
given MreTwyman by her father. 
Joseph Brown. Here he taught 
school, having the Friels, Moores, 
and Sharps for pupils. Mr Twy- 
mun had busiuess in Huntersville 
the 17th of January, 1834, and on 
bis return wns drowned in Thorny 
Creek. His body was found on 
the 19th and buried the 20th. The 
Greenbrier home was just above 
the “Bridger Place.” Their daugh¬ 
ter Mary Frances is now Mrs Otho 
W. Ruckman, on Indian Draft. 

Mrs Twymad’s second marriage 
was to the late Thomas Nicholas, 
on Indian Draft, near Edray. Mr 
Nicholas was a skillful mechanic, a 
much respected and prosperous 
citizen. 

Mary Brown, born April 13, 
1812, nud wns married to Jacob 
Waugh, nud lived in*Buckhannon. 
Jacob Waugh was a prominent cit¬ 
izen of Upshur County. Mrs Ma¬ 
ry Waugh was the mother of fif¬ 
teen children, fiije only lived to be 
grown. Her sons wqse, Brown, 
Enoch, Homer, and JoTin Willinm. 
The daughter, Leah Wnngh, was 
the third wife of the late Dr Pleas¬ 
ant Smith, of Edray. 

With the patient assistance of 
Mrs Mary F. Ruckman it has been 
put into the writer’s power to fur¬ 
nish the preceding biographic par¬ 
ticulars illustrating the family his¬ 
tory of Josiah Brown, one of the 
early settlers of our county. 

His history was one of hamble 
toil and self-sacrifice for the good 
of his family. In the course of his 
life he endured great personal suf¬ 
fering and afflictions. He was bit¬ 
ten twice by rattlesnakes when in 
the ranges looking after‘his live¬ 
stock. Once he was with his 
neighbor the late William Sharp, 
who cared for him and helped him 
home. The second timff he was 
alone, and it is believed he $aved 
his life by putting bis lips to the 
pun ctures en d thus extracted the 
poison. Finally a strange sore ap¬ 
peared in the corner of one of his 
oyes and spread over most of the 
right side of bis face. Many-be- 
lievod this sore was the result of 
the snake bites. It cansed him 
excruciating sufferings that were 
greatly intensified by the efforts of 


sympathising well-meaning friends 
to give him relief. 

Sad and pathetic „.memories of. 
his brother John Brown seemed to 
be ever haunting his mind, and 
the tears seemed to be ever ready 
to flow at the mention of his name/ 
In the war of 1812 Josisb Brown 
wns drafted for service at Norfolk, 
Virginia. John Brown, a yonnger 
brother, being unmarried, volun¬ 
teered in his brother’s place, and 
wns accepted, aud was ordered to 
report for service at the Warm 
Springs. John seems to have been 
n very pious youth. On the even¬ 
ing before - bis departure for the 
seat of war he .came over to his 
brother Josiah’s to bid them all 
farewell and have one more season 
of social prayer and supplication. 
Then as he went away over tbe 
fields he was heard singing: 

“When I can read my title clear 
To mansions in the skies, 

I’ll bid farewell to every fear, 

And wipe my weeping eyes. 

“Let cares like a wild deluge come 
And storms of sorrow fall, 

May J but safely reach my home; 
My Gol, my Heaven, my all!” 

This was the Inst that was ever 
seen or heard dt him by his broth 
er JUriah's family, ns he never 
came back from the wnr. His re¬ 
mains are somewhere uenr Norfolk 
or perhaps most prt>,j>nbly at Cra 
ney Island. 

Truly, Josiah Brown's history is 
n sad nud touching one. * He now 
knows, no doubt, what Moses 
meant when he prayed: “Make un- 
glad according to th6 days wherein 
thou hast afflicted me and the 
years wherein I have seen evil.”
